Washington People Say Identification 
of the Body Ws* Com- 
plete. 



THERE ALWAYS WAS MYSTERY 



Washington, June 8 — The recent 
publication of a statement to the effect 
that David E George, who died in 
Oklahoma, was none other than John 
Wilkes Booth created the greatest in- 
terest in the East, and particularly 
here in Washington. It revived dis- 
cussion of Booth’s burial and brought 
out some new faots. Although few 
doubt that Booth was the assassin, 
some believe that the body brought 
here was that of another person. 
While it lay on the monitor at the 
navy yard there was positive identifi- 
cation by tHe late Dr. J. Fred May, 
who had iicrformed for Booth a slight 
operation for the removal of a tumor 
on the neck, aod by a woman friend. 
There was rouoh mystery woven about 
the oa*«', and to deceive the public 
when the body was removed from the 
monitor a dummy was used, and both 
were carried away, a steamer and a 
rowboat each taking a bundle from 
the monitor, so that those not immed- 
iately concerned oculd not determine 
which oarried the body. The steamer 
proceeded down the rivor, and a ru- 
mor was pot into circulation that be- 
low Alexandria a transfer would be 
made of the body to a gunboat, which 
would proceed to sea and cast it over- 
board. In the meantime there had 
been prepared a box for the body in 
the carpenter shop of the navy yard, 
but this was not used. 

The rowboat, after beating about 
the eastern branch for some time, fin- 
ally landed its charge on a wharf at 
the arsenal, and while it lay there a 
sentry prevented the approach cf any- 
one. An attempt was made to dig a 
grave in one of the cells of the old 
penitentiary building, but such slow 
progress w as made — the floors being of 
stone laid in oemrnt — that a plaoe in 
the old storeroom, a few feet east of 
the commanding officer's present resi- 
dence, was selected. Here the first 
interment was made. The body, 
wrapped in an army blanket, was put 
in a box. and a representative of the 
war department, with two ordnance 
officers, three or four of Baker's de- 
tectives and several civilian employes 
were present. 

These faots became known, but so 
industriously circulated was the re 
port that the body had been taken to 
sea that people generally could not be 
induced to believe otherwise, especial- 
ly sinoe a few days later the illustrat- 
ed papers published pioturvs of the 
burial at sea. The body remained in 
its grave in Washington for some two 
years, when it was removed to ono of 
the storehouses of the arsenal and bur- 
I ied under the floor with those of Oapt. 

1 W*rx of Andersonville fame, Bayne, 

I Mrs. Surratt and others who were ex- 
' eented in July, 18bft, as accomplices 
of Booth. 

In February, 18BI>, an order was 
given by President Johnson to Mr. Ed- 
I win Booth for the delivery of the body 
j of.

* and Mr. J. H. Weaver of Baltimore 
was engaged to receive it. It was not 
' much deoayed, though it had been 
nearly four years in the ground, and 
| when opened the gray blanket was not 
j disintegrat'd and was strong enough 
to bear the weight of the body when 
j it was transferred to a temporary 
coffin in which to carry it to Balti- 
1 more. 

The witnesses being satisfied that 
there was no mistake, in less than an 
hour the body was on iu way to Bal- 
timore. Of those witnesses Mr. Speare 
and one other are the only survivors. 
In Baltimore the body was carefully 
examined by members of the family 
! and friends and fully identified. 
The family were satisfied at the time 
of burial that there had been no sub- 
stitution whatever, but that they in- 
terred John Wilkes Booth's body in 
the family let.
